In opening the debate on the Speccli 
from the Throne, J. A. Macdonald, M. 
P.P., leader ot the Opposition men- 
tioned that nothing had been said In 
that nncssnKe anent the Intention of 
the govcrnniont in tlie matter ot beau- 
tifying tile capital city. Ho wanted to 
know what the Premier was going to 
do for Victoria. In Ills reply the Pre- 
mier spolce in terms that ^Vcre qulto 
clesir. Ho •said: 

"My honorable friend refers to bonii- 
tlfyiiig the city of Victoria. lie has 
waited six ycar.s to see the necosHlty 
for more expenditure towards the bcau- 
tlfylng of tlio capital city. It may be 
that a Liberal defeat in this city ii 
few months ago Impollod that gentle - 
man to an abnormal anxiety in thai 
regard. 

"As soon as the treasury of British 
Columbia will allow this government 
to Indulge in expenditures for the 
beautifying of the city of Victoria, I 
will bo the first man -to take that step. 
But when will that time come? When 
certain parts of British Columbia are 
without roads and schools, how can I 
Indulge In this luxury? I would rath- 
er lose my seat than spend money 
luxuriously in this way, when the peo- 
ple of Victoria want to liear me on 
thl.s point, I sliall be ready. If they 
think mo wrong I shall be ready to 
step down. 

"The l)usincss men of Victoria will 
agree witli nic that If wo have money 
to spend we sliould spend It on roads, 
and other Improvements In the unset- 
tled districts. It IS a left-handed 
compliment to the citizens of this city 
to say that tliey are not able to look 
after tliese things for themselves, as 
the people of Vancouver have done." 

In his speech on the Address Jlr. 
Macdonald attacked the government 
strenuously on the question of land 
and Umber laws, the fiscal policy, the 
administration of liquor laws by the 
Attorney-Generals department, and 
many other heads. The spirit of the 
attack augured well for a lively ses- 
sion. The spoerli and the Premier's 
reply occupied the entire afternoon. 
Leader of Opposition. 

The returns for the Nanalnio election 
were presented at tlie opening of the 
session, and James II. Hawthom- 
thwalte, M.I'.r., (.Socialist), was al- 
lowed to take his seat. 

Hon. I'. J. i''ultoTi pre.sented a return 
of all the corresponilenee and tele- 
grams between tlie Government and 
tlio Grand Trunk Pacllic Railway Com- 
pany, 

J. A. Macdonald, M.P.P., leader of 
the Oiipnsltiori, rose to open the de- 
bate on the .S])cech from tlic Throne. 
In opening, Mr. JUicdoiiald remarked 
that he had hoped to have the pleasure 
of congratulating the new Minister of 
Works, but saw that he was not in his 
place. 

"We on this side, said he, "are glad 
to extend our congratulations to the 
honorable gentleman. It is true that 
the Premier had a dlflloult task In 
making the selection of a man to take 
over the new portfolio.

Tha Speech fronaM^ TbWno' hiacl, he 
stated,; referred; "^^is, was " flitting, 
to subh' 'matters., t^fcuiQ. death vf,.'the 
late Mmeiited' Sir Wiiri Joly de Lot- 
blnlere, .thes-' Quebec Tercentenary, the 
Slmon,Fraser Centenary, and the Fer- 
nlo flre. After comniontlng on each of 
those events, Mr. Macdonald declared 
that the Speech had been this year 
oven more meagre than In the past. 
The Speech from the Throne was a 
perfunctory affair At best, but It was a 
pity that the Government did not at- 
tempt to outlino tlioreln some of tlie 
legislation tJiat might bo looked for 
during tlio session. The only fore- 
sliaduwing of legi.-ihitlon tliat niiglit bo 
looljcd for was in tho clause referring 
to irrigation in the dry bolt of Britlsli 
Columbia.

Now York, Jan. 2C. — Within con- 
siderably less than 72 hours after tho 

crash between tho ocean liners Repub- 
lic and Florida, off the Nantucket 

slioal.s, which eventually sent tho one 
to the bottom and reduced llie otlier to 
an almost lielpless state, tho survivors 
of tlie thrilling accident liave found a 
haven at last. At niglitfail tonight, 
J,G50 passengers from tho two vessels 
were safe In this port, brouglit liere by 
tile Baltic, vvhiiu nearing it were tho 
rescued olllcers and crew of tho Re- 
public safe on board the derelict-des- 
troyer Seneca, to vvhlcli they were 
transferred from the revenue cutter 
Grcsliam, after staying up to the last 
moment by their sinking vessel. At 
tho docic in Brooklyn was tho battered 
Florida, aboard whicli her crew had 
remained tiu-oughout lier trying ex- 
periences. Only tho ill-fated Republic 
was wanting to complete the list. She 
rests on tho bottom of the sea llfteen 
miles south of the Nantucket shoala 
lightship.

Men of Crow Killed. 
When tho Florida reached her dock 
it was learned that three, and not four, 
of the crew had been killed when the 
steamer collided. They 'wore sleeping 
In their forecastle quarters, and met 
instant death, two of them belng-'badly' 
mangled and tangled in the wreck- 
age, and it was not until after the 
steamer got into her berth tonight 
that their bodies could be extricated.' 
The men killed were Pasquale Cavallo. 
Cotogero Martusolll, and Salvadore 
Damlco. Three others -were severely. 
Injured. 

That there had been any trouble 
at tho wheel of the Florida was denied 
tonight by the Florida's purser, 
Arblla .Tlma. When asked about the 
reports of the seamen's dellquenoy ho 
said that tho quartermaster was 
thrown from tho wheel by the shock 
of tho collision, but stuck to hls_ post 
until the crash came. The purser 
likewise denied that the wheel was 
turned the wrong way aa the vessels, 
were approaching each other. 

Republie Graes Down. 
Woods Hole, Mass„ Jan. 2B. — The 
thrilling scenes \vhich marked the 
sinking of tho Hepubllc after her pas^i. 
sengers and most of the crew went 
on their way to New- York, tho grim 
determination of Captain Seal'oy to 
stay witli ills beloved ship, the loyalty 
ot the .Second Mate Williams in refus- 
ing to leave the side of his command- 
er, and tho miraculous escape of tho 
two officers were told today by of- 
flcor,s of the United .States revenue 
cutter Gresliani, whicli was towing the 
Ke|)Ubllc when she sank. The officers 
and crew of the Republic were trans- 
ferred to tho derelict destroyer Sen- 
eca ;ind taken to New Y'orlc, while tho 
Gresham came hero. 

After tile Greahum camo up with 
tile sinking Republic yesterday fore- 
noon preparations wero made to tow 
tlio steamer to tho nearest land for 
beaclilng, as Captain Selaliy thought 
that she could bo saved, but tho steam- 
er's bulkheads were unable to with- 
stand the pressure, .and at 7 o'<;lock 
Saturday night Captain Sealby^.grdor- 
ed every mRl!>.: off.rtho .shlp*;- fte.-.hlm- 
solf refuse^ to, leave, and the' 'second 
officer ''romalried by his commander's 
sldo^ii.Ah hour later while the searoh- 
llghfs'of the Tug Mary F. SouUjr wero 
playing o.i tho scene, two shpts'-'wero 
heard from the bridge of the'Kepub- 
llc, two blue lights wore burned and 
then the bow of tho doomed ship shot 
up In tho air, and tho groat liner sank 
stern first. Just before she wont down 
Capt. Sealby climbed the mast, while 
his second officer Jumped from tho 
rail. Tliey wero rescued by one of 
the Grcsliam's lifeboats. In command 
of Gunner Jobannsen. On tho after 
deck oC the Republic, as she went 
down rested two caskets, containing 
the bodies of Mrs. Eugene I^ynch, of 
Boston, and W. J. Moonoy, of Lang- 
don, N. D.,'wlio wero killed In tho col- 
lision between tho Republic and tho 
Florida. The Republic mats on tho 
bottom of the Atlantic with 38 fathoma 
of water over her at a spot 15 mlloa 
■west of Nantucket shoal lightship, and 
there she will probably remain forevci',

increased taxation, and tho natural re- 
sources of the country. I think It Is 
from tho latter source that tho revenue 
should bo obtained, but tho manner in 
which It la to be obtained Is an hn- 
l)ortant consideration for -this Lcgla- 
laturo. This Qovemment has amended 
the land laws, and dealt -with timber 
licenses and timber leases. I think It 
is generally admitted thot rfot only the 
land laws, but the timber lows as they 
aro today Should receive the careful 
conslderatlon^of the Legislature. 

There were" six and a half million 
acres of timber lands, he stated, under 
licenses that would expire within 
twenty-one years. For those licenses 
the holders paid $140 per square mile. 
If they were going to realize tor their 
expenditure thoy must take tho cream 
of the timber within the life of the 
licenses. Tho effect would be the 
slaughtering of tho timber. U was 
only human nature that men fjhould 
try to realize on these holdings before 
tliu expiry of their licenses. Defoie 
the advent of this Government the 
I lumbermen held their leases from year 
I ti) year, and those could be cancelled 
j by the Chief ConinilRsloner for cause. 
I'nder the present arrangement llie 
lumbermen mu.st either take oil' the 
'cream of the tlmbiir, slaughter it, or 
j lose money. The ideal jiropo.sltlon, fair 
'alike to the limibermen and tho piople 
I uf tlie i)rovlnce, would be lo grunt 
i leases in periu'tulty, but renewable 
1 froni year to year. Did the Govern- 
' nient intend to Introduce legislathm on 
this point or to stand by their deeislon. 
I In the latter case the lumbermen and 
I tho people of the prov ince would both 
niako themselve.s heard In no \ine'Ttaln 
tones. 

I Fiscal Policy Attacked. 

t The liscal policy of the Government 
Mvas next taken u]i. Even Mr. Uavey, 
said the speaker, haii not .seemed to be 
^satlslleil with the taxes on personal 
I iiroperl.N' and on Income, stating that 
Mh-sp .siiould be removed or else read- 
Justetl. Yet tlie Minister of Finance 
had declared on the lloor of the Ilotiao 
that he thougiU tho most oriultable tax 
[was that on Ineoine. Mr. Macdonald 
affreed with .Mr. Uavey iliat tlic tax 
on ]iersonal property should be read- 
jested. Taxes on personal projierty 
within llie municipality should Bo to 
the municipality. At jiresent the 
municipalities had great trouble in 
raising sntllclent revenue, tho revenue 
from land, lUpior licenses, etc., not 
being enough to carry on such work 
as schools, streets, and so on. If there 
was to be any change In the personal 
properly tax, the change should divert 
this revenue from the provincial to the 
municipal treasury. 

Then .Mr. Macdonald passed to the 
matter of beautifying Victoria. It had 
been suggested, he remarked, on tlie 
part of the Premier's own constllu- 
ency. that something should bo done 
towards beautlfylngf the city ot Vic- 
toria. "I trust." said ho "that the pre- 
mier sees to It that he does something 
for Victoria. In the recent election 
campaign a great deal was said as to 
what the defeated Liberal candidate 
had not done for Victoria. What has 
Premier McBrlde ever done for Vic- 
toria? If he does not propose to do 
something this session, when does he 
propose to do 11'.' If he does ao In- 
tend, why was there not some mention 
made of it in the Speech from tho 
Throne?" 

Tho revenue tax then fell under the 
lash of the leader of tlie opposition. 
Tliere was a tax of three dollars lev- 
led on every adult In the iiroviiiee. 
the revenue from which went to the 
provincial treasury. Those who pay 
this are in many cases miinlclpnl tax- 
payers, lie believed the tax in Itself 
to be legitimate, but there was no rea- 
son why people who paid taxes in 
other llrjns should be liable to this one 
also. There wa.s, after all, a growiriff 
rev'onue In the province. and the 
llnance minister cl.almed a surplus of 
a million and a half. There wa.s no 
reason wh>' we /fliould hoard up a 
surplus, or why, when there was such 
a surpius, the claims of the municipal- 
ities should not be heard as well as 
those of tho unorganized districts. 
Tho municll)alltles had a perfect right 
to ask for better terms. "Surely," 
said the speaker, ''the honorable gen- 
tleman wlio made 'Oetter Terms' a 
byword in British Columbia and 
throughout Canada cannot deny bet- 
ter terms to the municipalities whoa 
thoy come to ask for them." 

Mineral Tnx Inadequ.itB. 

Speaking next of the julneral tax, 
Mr. Macdonald declared that this was 
a burning (luestlon In the prn\-ince 
and has been for the la.st six or seven 
years. It had never been dealt with 
by this government. In ISH.T the iirc- 
nilcr had promised to take up the 
(piestlon, but this jiromlse had unt 
been fulfilled, and the mineral tax 
was tfxlay the Fame lne(iultal)le tax 
It was then. As a result the output 
of minerals in the pa.'-l years showed 
.1 decrease. Outside of the large 
tonnage of one or two of the Boun- 
dary mines, tho mineral output had 
gone down stea<Illy for the past four 
i>r five years. .N'o eiKMiuragenieat had 
lioe'n given by this govi.o-nme!it to the 
struggling mine-owner. What sliiiulil 
be the greatest industry of the pro- 
vince was languishing under the "do- 
nnthlng" policy of tho McISride atl- 
nilnlstratlon. 

The Speech from tho Throne had 
said nothing regarding rnllways. The 
railway situation in this province was 
not nt the present time tho most sat- 
isfactory. Two or three years ago 
I'remler McBrlde had admitted the 
necessity of encouraging railway con- 
struction In the undevelrpcd imrts of 
HrUlsh Columbia. But nothing had 
been done. Last year the Railway 
Assessment Act had been passed, in 
order to give the govemtncnt a pull 
with the railways, but unfortunately 
It had only given the government a 
"pull" with the groat railway already 
constructed. Wluit did the premier 
Intend to do about the new railways? 

"I polnto-d out a year ago," said 
Mr. Macdonald, "that tvvo-thlrrts of 
the revenue of the province Is derived 
from those parts which liave been de- 
veloped by railways. The Kootenays, 
tho boundary, and southern Vancou- 
ver Island. Surely that Is sufTlclent 
ericouragement for the government to 
lit) something to encourago railways 
In otlier jiarts of the province." 
The Liquor Licenses. 

Last session an act had been pass- 
ed placing In the hands of the attor- 
ney-general the admliilstration of the 
liquor laws in the unorganized dis- 
tricts. This was a dangerous stcj). 
The people of this province desired 
to say something about the liquor li- 
censes ini their midst. Whether the 
laws are adtnlnlsterod by popular voto 
In tho locttUtloH affected, or by com- 
missioners appointed In that locality 
confer with a United States forestry 
export, but he had not como West. 
In any case there was little need of 
linsto t*or a matter of a few months.

should be approached only with a 
thorough knowled^'i' of all the facts. 

'T may s.'iy," annoiineed the speaker, 
the peoplo wanted something to say. 
In this Instance the government had 
again followed out that policy of cen- 
trallzatlon, a bureaucratic policy, that 
gave them powei over tho j.ieople. 
"I'he license-holder must knuckle down 
to the govornnienl or else give up his 
license.' The government had a power 
that compelled license-holders to be- 
come members of the Conservative 
party, or, it they stayed until after 
the next election, members of tho 
Liberal party. How could any man 
depending on the government of tho 
province bo an Independent and froe- 
mlnded elector. The speaker said that 
he could give Instances of this prin- 
ciple worl?lng out. 

Public Works 

The distribution of the appropri- 
ations for public works was another 
I'lUe.sti.Ta touched upon. It had been 
pointed out at the last session that 
con.stltuencies which dared to elect 
Liberals wore punished by being de- 
lirlved of their approjirlatlons. In the 
estimates only about one-half tho av- 
erage appropriations was given them. 
The speaker hoped that his honorable 
friend would this year rise .superior to 
tills .spirit, and deal fairly and Justly 
with the whole i)oople. 

There was another question that 
must be touched ui)On in connection 
with th(^ policy of the government, said 
Mr. .Macdunalil. .V certain part of the 
public service was being debased. Gov- 
ernment agents In certain jiarts of the 
proN'Ince had been taking part In po- 
litical campaigns. If the i)reinlcr did 
not know this, he would be told now. 
lie would llnd that government em- 
ployes wont about at elections, pro- 
vincial and federal, using the liiibllc 
money at their disposal to comjiel 
men to vote for the Conservative can- 
didates. This had been done in two 
constituencies at.d|east. Kootonay and 
Vale-Carlbo.o. JIo, l^ad been told on 
good authority that,, a government 
ugent at Nelson, once a member of 
iho . legislature, went about the con- 
stituency during tho recent campaign 
telling tho farmers and settlers where 
l)ubllc works wtSfe being carried out 
tliat these would stop If a Liberal 
were elected. He would ask tho pre- 
mier to investigate and And out whe- 
ther these things were true. It so, 
tlK'v showed a shocking state of affairs 
existing In certain parts of the civil 
service of the province. Other names 
could be men Honed, and this hi face 
of the cry In Urltlsh i^olumbla that 
there harl been Interference froin Ot- 
tawa in the olectloas of 1907. The 
provincial iiolitlclans would do well to 
confine themselves to provincial con- 
tests, and \iee versa. Tho premier 
Hoeiiied to agree that Dominion poli- 
ticians should keep away from i)ro- 
vinclal contests, but what was his 
ojdnion as to tho other side of the 
matter? 

Land Settlement 

As for the settlement of the land 
In British Columbia, It was at present 
a case of speculator versus settier. 
Tho land laws had aijparently been 
passed and manipulated not for tho 
settlement of the lands but to enable 
the favored sjavulator to get rich 
iiuick. This government was no more 
in fault In the matter than former gov- 
ernments, but thi> coiir.se was a wrong 
one, and the sooner the lands of the 
province were plaia-d at the disposal 
III the bona lide settler the better for 
the provlnci\ In the north, the liulk- 
\i}y and .Xecliaco \-;illeys were now 
covered with scrip, wherever there was 
an acre a\ailable. 'i'he minister ot 
lln.ance referred to ;\ reserve ot .'iO.OOII 
acres for the settler. The time to diva I 
with this was before the. speculator 
got in. He advocated tho pollry that 
had been iiursued iiy Iho I>oniin|iui 
government In distributing lands In 
tho northwest. 

There had been another notable ab- 
Hcriee In the Speech from the Throne. 
Xo mention was tlieri! m.ade of tho 
.\lnska- Viikon -l';icl(ii- exiiosltloii. This 
exposition would |)ru\-e of great value 
to tlie niliiiM-ai. tinilj.a- and fruit-grow- 
ing resources n( the pni\-|iice. Tin; 
KovernnieiU should liave told tho 
House that it i-ecogu i^cd the Inipurt- 
nnee of this and was prepared to give 
.lome reasonable gr.-int. 

The Promier Replies 

Premier .McUrldo arose to reply (ui 
behalf of the (Sovernment. Ho "con- 
gratulated .Ml-, Mardtnald on the Lit- 
ter's assurance ibal the liniioi'i M.- 
,:entlemcn on the i ippoyltic.n side w,e,j:,l 
do their best to further legislation 
during the session. He would take 
him at his word, and so would oxjiect 
more cordial co-operation from tho 
Oiiposltlon than ho had in tlio jiast. As 
for thf) Speech from the Tlironc, his 
honorable friend Imd repeated almost 
word f(jr word the references made by 
him In former sessions. Tho Speeeii 
was recognized to be a more or less 
perfunctory part of tho opening exor- 
cises. It had been attempteil to put in 
the Kpnecii m.atters worthy to ci mo 
from the lips of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and the Speech was, In his ojiln- 
lon, in every way sultalile. a'ho Prem- 
ier warmly congratulated Mr. Parson, 
who moved tho address In reply, and 
Air. Davey, the seconder. 

"Tho leader ot the Opposition has 
gone to some trouble to embarrass my 
position with regard to tho gentleman 
who has been chosen as the nev.' Min- 
ister of Works," said tho I^rcmler. 
"However, I am very fortunate In my 
party, and In tho men who Hit with mn 
in this I^ogislaturo. Lot me toil all 
who may have any doubt on the sub- 
ject that thero are nothing Imc tho 
vi'ry best of relations at the iirosent 
time .subsisting among all tho luem- 
hers of my party. As for the moniber 
tor Okanogan, he IS all tlmt niy. liouor- 



able friend has said. I have never been 
Importuned In any way regarding any 
of these Cabinet appointments, and my 
friends have all shown a trust in me 
that. -leaves. ' my^'hands ifreo -lor the 
w6rk I have to do;"

Premier McBride dealt at somo 
length with tho Quebec Tercentenary, 
the Sinion Frafier Cdntehary, •Jind'^the 
Fernle lire, and then passed on to other 
clauses of Mr. Haodohald's attack. As 
for tho harsh criticism of tho.aovern- 
ment In not outlining moro legislation 
In tho Speech from tho Throne, he felt 
that the speech had done its part. As 
for the clause rpgarding tho water 
legislation, he was glad to be assured 
that when this canio before the House 
the Opposition would aid In making 
tho bill as perfect as possible. The 
matter had been approached with all 
possible care, It being realized that 
serious and ditllcult complications were 
likely to arise. Nothing that might 
como up in the House might cause 
moro trouble In the dry belt than legis- 
lation that would affect water rights 
that iiad been held and enjoyed for 
many years. The bill would bo pre- 
sented within a day or two so that the 
members would have ample time to 
familiarize themselves with its various 
clauses. 

"It is not often that I can say that 
th<! honorable gentlemen opposite have 
helped me," remarked tlie Premier at 
this stage. "They have been often ill- 
advised. But here Is a golden oppor- 
tunity, and r am glad that they i^re 
going to embrace It." 

A great deal has been said .about the 
timber question, but the honorable 
gentleman has left a great deal of 
doulit as to what he meant. The word 
"siieculator" was one that seemed to 
be but vaguely dellned in the minds of 
tho Opposition iiieiiibers. "I have al- 
ways hold," said the speaker, "that all 
of us In British Columbia aro more or 
less speculators in the sense that If wo 
have an>'thlng and get a chance to sell 
It at a good jirlce we do not throw It 
over." 

The Land Act 
In speaking ot lands In tho Xorth- 
west he would have thought tha-t his 
honorable friend would have referred 
lo a concession such as that secured 
by one .Mr. lUirrows. Would he have 
.Mr, .Macdonald advise him that Mr, 
Burrow;! was a speculator? What was 
the policy that had enabled Mr. Bur- 
rows to get a concession of almost all 
the marketable timber In the Mprth- 
west? The only criticism he had oyer 
listened to regarding the timber stat- 
utes was that which claimed that a 
twenty-one year lease caused waste. 
The tenure of the lease should be 
Indeiinlto, depending on the re 
moval of all the timber. Strong 
represontatlonH on this matter had been 
made from all parts of tho province 
and the governniont was at present 
looking into the thing with a view 
to bringing down a comprehenslve 
measurc that would meet the case. The 
government had exiJectod to able to 
"that the Commissioner of Lands has 
at present In view the establishing of 
a bureau of forestry to take over the 
branch of the public service that 
looks after the prevention of forest 
tires, the collection of stuimiage, etc.. 
There would be a chief forester In 
charge of this, necessarily a skilled 
man \vho could advise the government 
on all hiattors of management. British 
Columbia Is iinique in that its .supply 
of standing timber differs from any 
asset of any other province, and so 
we would have to rely on our own 
resources In conducting a bureau ot 
forestry." 

Many Demands 

Passing to tho fiscal policy of the 
government, .Mr. McBrlde aald that It 
would be good politics for the polit- 
ician to promise that if given control 
of tho treasury he would give back the 
taxes to the municipalities. The gov- 
ernment must go slow. It was true 
that there was a surplus, but this was 
due to an unusually happy demand for 
Crown lands and timber. Cireat pre- 
siire had bi'on brought to bear on tho 
government by cities and rural muni- 
cipalities, but it was hardly fair to 
the iirovlnce to meet these demands. 
Hecklcss indulgence in a policy of this 
kind would spell ruin. The govern- 
ment had a tremendous task in the 
.Northern part of British Columbia, to 
build trails, roads, schools, and to 
meet nil the needs of the enormous 
|)opulation that was bound to bo in 
that region In a few years. Parlia- 
ment must be prepared to meet this, 
and even If there was a surplus, it 
would be expended In tho norther 
district in a few months. 

As soon a.s ttie Minister of Public 
AVorks had had an opportunity of 
conferring with the honor.able gentle- 
men opposite the estimates for the 
year would be presented. The>' would 
be this year, as In the past, fair and 
just, 'I'hat statement that had been 
made regarding starving Llbcr.al con- 
.stltuencies was wrong. The leader 
of the Opposition had heard 'so long, 
the tuneful voice of the member for 
Delta, that he had come to the same 
opinion as that gentleman. The gov- 
ernment had been compelled during 
tho past twelve months to ask the 
IJeutenant-Govornor to pa.ss special 
warrants, and when those wore 
brought In, tho members In tho Op- 
position would see that the Liberal 
constltuenclivs bed received much more 
liberal tr(?atmenl than the others. 

Here Mr. Macdonald .arose to say 
that tliere ma.v have boon somo method 
In this. Mr. McBrlde replied that In 
a province so strongly Conservative, 
no government would expose itself in 
this way. Then he took up tho 
matter of the beautifying of Vic- 
toria. His remarks on this head have 
been quoted above. 

Tho Mining Situation 

neg.arding the mineral tax, Mr. Mc- 
Brlde c(nifessed that live years ago 
the government liad promlsoil to look 
into this matter. lie admitted that 
the tax was a burden, but this de- 
scrl])tion wiuild apply equally well to 
;in.v other species ot taxation. He 
would hail with delight any otlitu- 
scheme that would meet tho case. 11 
wa.s a. problem the solution of which 
must bo looked for in tho dim and 
distant future. Perhaps his honorable 
friend might help with a suggestion. 
Ho was sorry to hear the pessimistic 
views ot tho opposition On tho min- 
ing situation. The mining operations 
of the province were on a sound basis, 
and they were in careful hands. Thero 
was no lack of confidence in the situ- 
ation either at home or abroad. Re- 
viewing the latest finds and develop- 
ments in mining, Mr. McBrldo de- 
clared that these things would bo im- 
possible it the tax scared people away. 
The governmont was extremely optim- 
istic and had every reason to believe 
that 1909 would be a banner year in 
mining. 

As for the administration of the 
liquor laws, he did not agree with Mr. 
-Macdonald, While licenses In the un- 
organized districts had been In charge 
of tlio attorney-general the latter had 
looked to Mr. llussey for advice in 
over.v case. The result of tho change 
had been tho destroying of twenty- 
live licenses, tho majority ot which 
had been held by Conservatives. There 
was absolutely no politics In tho nd- 
mlnistration ot this brancbi and tliq

He welcomed the road, although ho 
had not welcomed tho rash and un- 
buslnosslike policy pursued by the Do- 
minion government.' lio announced 
that since the House mot an arrange- 
ment had been reached regarding ter- 
minals and papers would bo laid on 
tho table as soon as jjosslble,

The prophecies in regard to the lat- 
ter reign are as a matter of fact be- 
ing at the present time realized as 
Palestine is being gradually 
restored to Its ancient high con- 
dition of truth and of extraordlnay 
fertility. An excellent railroad has 
been constructed between Joppa and 
Jerusalem and today 200,000 Jews live 
and flourish in that country, tlnusu-

All these happening's appear to him 
to be esiicclally significant of tho bud- 
ding of the fig tree, which ho Intcr- 
prcttcd as a sign of Christ's second 
coming, the simile of the fig tree re- 
ferring from his point. of view to his 
countrymen.

Messrs. Lee &i-Fra80r, • real estate 
agents, wrote ^offering fb the city that 
portion of land -lying immediately to 
tho rear\of the city hall and between 
the city liail and the B. C. Pottery 
works. '-They point out that the city 
should have a new building, one com- 
mensurate to the Importance of tho 
city. Just what their proposition is 
they did not statQ in their letter. Tho 
matter was laid over. 

John Haggerty and conipiiny, llm- 
Itc-d, William M. Fadden, James Rich- 
ards and J. Heanoy fipplied to llin 
council for permission to unload sand, 
gr.-ivel and lilllng, also building m.i- 
torlals, upon any of the city streets 
for the purpose of establishing dis- 
tributing points and supplying the 
city with material for sidewalks and 
for tho quick delivery of iniUerlal to 
consumers. 

Aid. Turner declared that no man 
In his reasonable senses would grant 
such privileges as asked by tho above 
contractors. Ho would not object If 
they had stated where they wished to 
dump the material If no harm come 
of It, but to give them carte blanclic; 
to dump anywliere In the city was al- 
together out of the question. The 
council decided that It could not grant 
tho request. 

Request Assistance 

Tho request of Frances J. Troup, 
liresldont of the Ladles' guild of the 
Seamen's Institute, for a grant of 
money from the city or an annual 
grant towards tho maintenance of tho 
new Home to bo erected near tho 
outer wharf was referred to the linanoo 
comnilttee, as was also a communi- 
cation from the Victoria and Vancou- 
ver Island Publicity com])aiiy, which 
wished the council to ptircliaso a num- 
ber of copies of an Illustrated book 
soon to be published entitled "Victoria 
the City Beautiful and Vancouver Is- 
land." 

The local lodge of the Journeymen 
Tailors' union, by tho secrelary, ICil- 
wiu-d Christopher, wrote suggeatlng 
that the contracts for police! and lire- 
men's uniforms he l(>t as soon as ijos- 
slble. Not only can the best work be 
obtained at, present but w(u-k would 
bo given to a iiuniber of tailors who 
will otherwise be Idle as this Is the 
slack season. Atte-ntlon Is also drawn 
to the , fact that It Is Impossible for a 
merchant tailor to take the contract 
at the iirlce paid by the city Injiri'vlous 
years and still jiay employes a fair 
wage. The matter will Ije referred to 
the police commissioners and the flro 
warden.s. 

Dr. Fagan, secretary of. tho Brlti.-ih 
Columbia Antl-Tuberculosis society, 
iiotllled the council. Of. tho annual meet- 
ing of tho court of. governors of the 
society which will meet lil tho city 
hall on Wednesday, evening, if'eb. 10, 
at 8 o'clock.

A PUBLICITY GRANT. 

At the conference held last evening 
between the City Council, a delegation 
from the Board of Trade and the 
Kxecutlve of tho Tourist Association, 
till' whole ciuestion of a grant for 
publicity purposes was discussed. Na- 
turally much was said about the re- 
cent; referendum, but the point was 
taken that the decision on that occa- 
sion was not against u grant for 
publicity but against one to the Tour- 
ist Association of $7,000. it was con- 
tended that It the people of the city 
liad been asked whether they favored 
an expenditure for the pi'oper adver- 
tising of A''lctorla a different result 
might have been reached, and tliat 
the vote ought not to bo given any 
other meaning than it bore upon its 
face. 

We think the City Council will be 
fully justliled in making an appropria- 
tion for advertising purposes lo bo 
expended as the Council .shall deem 
best. This question is one which the 
Aldermen will have to determine ac- 
cording to the best of their own judg- 
ment. The fact that a majority of 
tliose who voted on tlie referendum 
did not favor a grant to the Tourist 
Association .does not by any means 
Imply that they are opposed to tho 
City Council expending a reasonable 
.sum of money In a well-advised 
scheme of publicity under its own 
.<llreCtion. The Al<lcrnicn would. It 
seems to us, be recreant to their duty 
if they refused to allow this year of 
all years to pass without doing some- 
thing to advertise the city. 



A PURBLIND OBSERVER.. 

We have before us an extract from 
the London Observer of January 3rd., 
and make a few extracts from It. Tlie 
Observer l.s moved to make It.s ob- 
servations by a perusal of the speech 
(lellvcrtd by I^ord Milner in Canada, 
lixtract xo. 1 is: 

"The simple question Is whether we 
mean to follow suit or not (that i^ 
meet tlie British preference granted b.v 
Canada) — wlii^tlier dcfiniteh- agree 
or refuse to enter into Imperial iinrt- 
nershlp upon the basis of commercial 
reciprocity. That, and that alone, will 
be 'the dominating issue' at i\\f next 
general election— -in spite of anytlihi},' 
Mr. Astniith may propose to tin- cini- 
trary— and u|)oii tlie result will de- 
pend llie fate of the ]?ritish Kmiiire." 

Really 11 is appalling that a paper, 
which otight to weigh Its words would 
send out such a message as this. Wo 
all know tli.it in the lieat .if ,-in clt, - 
tioii campaign extravagant statonirnl.-i 
are likely to bo made, hut for a jour- 
nal of standing to publish to the world 
that the fate nf tln' I?ritlsh ICmplre de- 
pends iiiiun til.' .l.-ei,-;i.iii .if th.' Hrit- 
Ish electorate upon a iialf'-dige.^teil 
and absolutely unstated If sue is inex- 
plicable. Will the Observer endeavor 
to state in specific terms wliai thi:; 
"dominating issue" is? Do.'s it Itnow 
it.self? If there Ks to be reciprocity 
between the United KliiKdom and Can- 
ada, what shall we give in exchaii.tjo 
for the advantages we are to rccclv. '.' 
Arc. wc to throw oiien our manufnctor- 
ics to Rritisli nianufaeturers ? Will not [ 
these excited partisans gel down out I 
of tlie clouds of gcneralitie's and tell | 
US specifically what they propose shall i 
be done? When wo have learned that,! 
it will bo time to think of wliat will [ 
happen If the nrltlsh electorate refuses 
to do It. Extract No. 2 is: 

"liOrd MUner found the Imperial 
sentiment weakening in Canada and 
arrested the decline. » » * i^ord 
Mllner has convinced the Doniinion 
tliat tho next general olcctioii in thl.s 
country will create a majority and a 
government In favor o.f Imperial reci- 
procity. • • • There Is just time 
to' -save tlie 'Iihporlal situation, but 
there Is no time to lose." 

This sort of stuff 1h simply amaz- 
ing. The Observer creates conditions 
out of its own imagination, and from 
those imaelnary conditions Infers con-^ 



scduences, -which no one In Canada 
contemplates for a single moment. IDx- 
hlbit No. 3 must bo made up of a 
number of disconnected extracts, 
whicli are gathered from a Jeremiad 
about tho aUog;iia\AinerloariIzatloii of 
Canada. • •• , '. 

"Canadian coinage- Is, of course, In 
dollars and postage stamps are In 
cents. • » AH news from the Mother 
country Is expanded or colored in ac- 
cordance with a subtly anti-British 
feeling. • * • Tho contents of Can- 
adian journals are to a largo extent 
made up from stereotypes of the mat- 
ter prepared for the reading of Unit- 
ed States citizens. When a phrat-e 
like 'our flaB* occurs in these mechani- 
cal contributions It means tho Stars 
and Stripes. » • » in the Far 
West the Immigrant from the other 
side of the International boundary line 
Is the predomlnanl partner. ♦ * ♦ 
The frontier Itself Is an imaginary 
thing. It may bo marked by a bro- 
ken wire fence, tho dwellers upon op- 
posite sides of that fenee being rela- 
tives and their herds being often 
mii'.glod." 

Ill the language of the street, this 
is the limit. It is luird to say Into 
what hysterics the Observer miglit 
not go if it learns that there are many; 
inllr;s ot the International boundary 
line, where there is not even a bro- 
ken wire fence. In respect to fho 
''stereotj-pes" it may be widl to .say for 
the Infiirniatlou of I-^iiglisli readers that 
a quarter of a century ago the use of 
stereotyped matter, prepared in the 
United States, and ot "patent insldea" 
froni tho same country was quite com- 
mon among some ot the smaller Can- 
adian papers, but it has been largely 
discontinued, and in the cases in which 
it Is used the matter is almost always 
what Is called "literature." Its use is 
confined to p.apers published In small 
places, where business does not war- 
rant the type-setting necessary for a 
whole newspaper. 

It seems a great pity that a news- 
paper, wliicli seems to be Inspired by 
an honest desire to promote the unity 
of the Empire should descend to such 
extraordinary contrlbutlooa <is those 
advocated by the Observer. Such a 
course Is calculated to defeat the very 
puriiose which it professes to serve. 

^SILVER AS CURRENCY. 

Mr. Moreton Frewen loses no oppor- 
tunity of pointing out ways in which 
the use of silver as a money metal can 
be increased. Tlie practicability and 
soundness of ills suggestions seem so 
clear that one is led to wonder that 
they are not adopted, and henco to 
I ask if there is some objeGti.on to. them 
not apparent -to men unskilled In tho 
intricacies of finance, which, if stated, 
would show thejr fallacy. In a reccmt 
letter to tho London Standard, he has 
pointed out " that the government 
makes a profit of nearly .3s 3d on every 
5 shillings of silver coined, the price 
of silver bullion being 23 pence per 
ounce, but its coin value being 6G 
pence. In view of this it seems evi- 
dent that if the government, which 
must pay the monthly .instalments of 
Its old age pensions In silver, would 
buy silver bullion at market rates and 
issue live shilling notes against it, 
there would be a handsome profit in 
the transaction. Mr. Moreton Frewen 
says that "If It were possible during 
the next ten years to get out and keep 
in clrculatUjii two liiindred million of 
these crown notes, there would be at 
least a profit to the treasury of twenty 
millions sterling." The proposed notes 
would probably become a very popu- 
lar currency. Mr. Goschen, who was 
Chancellor of the Exchetiuer in ISDl 
said: "I am told that in payment of 
wages notes for ten shillings would be 
extremely agreeable," and Mr. Frewen 
thinks that the same would be true 
of five shilling notes. We assume that 
we do -Mr. Moreton I'^ewen no Injus- 
tice in suggesting that he sees in tlio 
adoption of such a plan the first step 
towards the restoration of silver to Us 
old value. The question Involved in 
this Is of world-wide importance.

Ills views as to the logical deduction 
from the principle above l.ald down, 
the correctness of which he does not 
dispute, are shared by every blatant 
anarclilst in the world. For our- 
selves we think there is another 
remedy. AVo may not bo able to dc- 
line it, but we do not believe it will 
always escape doflnltlon. When tho 
peojilc of England awaken to the true 
sl.qnltlcance of what Mr. Musgrave 
calls "clap- trap," when they are 
awakened by the rumblings In the 
lowest strata of society to the danger 
of a social oarthriu.-ike, they will dis- 
cover how to avoid it; Ihej- will re- 
alliie that effect must be given to tho 
principle above enunciated, and see to 
it that the land shall primarily bo 
used In the support of the people.

The Hon. Wm. Tomploman probably 
will not find his wdy Into the ilouse 
of Commons without a contest, de- 
spite the freneroslty of Wm. Sloan who 
h.as resigned 'bis scat In tho Como.x- 
AtUn confitltucncy In favor of the cl- 
devant member for Victoria. The Con- 
servatives of tho northern riding, were 
very sore tliat there was no' contest 
there during- the general election, and 
have about made up their minds that 
there will bo nb suclt pllp this time. Mr. 
Leonard .Fraiijf, ,)tho delegate from Al- 
bernl, has oxerci««d a very potent In- 
llucncc in this connection. 

At one time there seemed to bo a 
doubt on account the difficulty as 
to ways and means In a district which 
at til in season of the year costs .about 
twice .as imich for travelling expenses 
just to send a man through, as It docs 
to contest .an ordinary coSistituoney. 
The Consorvatives of Coniox-Atlln, 
however, have come to the conclusion 
th;it with such an oxci'Uent chance of 
wiiiniiit,', .nuch dldlcnltlos .should not 
stand in the way and they will llnance 
tile campaign. A convention will bo

It is frequently stated that Compx- 
Atlln Is a Iviber.al stronghold; beiiauso 
it has had a Llbeml niomber for tho 
hi5;t two parliaments. It Is ton fre- 
quently forgotten that Mr. Sloan has 
never contested that riding, both hl,s 
election!! li;iving been by iieelamatlon. 
lb' is iinriii'.stionably li.T.son.-illy very 
l)0|iiiliir, lint his strength Is iireel.sply 
nf that kind wlilrh cannot be trans- 
ferred. It is personal, and not ]iolltli\-iI 
»md It will take a belter "mixer," and a 
more attractive per:jnnallty than the 
nx-Vlctorla member to step Into his 
.iho^s. Considering tho size of tho con- 
stituency there is not much time for 
tho contest, especially where thoro is 
much organlzlner to bo done; In part of 
the district tho Conservatives aro much 
better organized than tho Liberals.

■ That the city council should con- 
tribute a substantial sum for publicity 
purposes, particularly In view of tho 
fact that with tho holding of tho Alas- 
ka-Yukon Pacific Exposition at Seattle 
this year there will bo a golden oppor- 
tunity off attracting thousands of visit- 
ors tQ this, city, was the. suggestion 
<u:efed upon' the council last night by 
a latgo^ deputation of. members of the 
■]3oard. of Trade and Tourist, lossoola- 
itloo. 

« What action the council will take 
iwas not stated at tho meeting, nor was 
•tho matter brought up at tho council 
meeting afterwards. The deputufion 

•was composed ot Simon Lclser, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, II. G. W ll- 
son, A. \V. WcCurdy, O. 11. Liugrln, A. 
Pedon, F. Elworthy, George Coldwell, 
ex- Alderman Vincent, J. .Shallcross, B. 
Williams, Herbert Kent and John Nel- 
son. 

Simon Lelaer, on behalf of the board 
of tnide,' urged that' the cnnnoll Khoultl 
■rcconsldf.-r its decl.'Jioii. Tho Hoard of 
Trade was sorry that the council bad 
t.iKen the stcj) it did in submitting 
the matter to a rvforonduin at the re- 
cent civic oloctions. Tho location of 
■tho' poll was bad and many who would 
doubtless have favored the grant to 
■tho Tourist association did not get to 
vote, lie believed that the council 
should glvo ?7,000. Other cities along 
the coast aro doing their utmost to .ad- 
vertise themselves. Vancouver wUl 
spend a great deal more than Vic- 
toria. The Vancouver Isl.-uui dn'oiop- 
nient league has Ijcen foruK.'d and its 
mombcra would all contribute towards 
the fund for advertising tho clly but 
tlys city should do its share. 

Not Enough 

A. W. McCnrdy thought that a mis- 
take had been made when Instead of 
a referendum being put for $7, ,500 tho 
amount should have been twice tlifit 
much, lie was sure that many of tho 
electors did not vote In favor of the 
grant being made just because they 
well knew that ?7,[i00 was insufllclent, 
whereas had tne amount been $15,000 
they would have voted for it. It was 
true that last year tlie Tourist asso- 
ciation had not done as much as In 
former years, but that was because 
.there was not money enough to allow 
of a live, up-to-date man being engag- 
ed to carry on the work. If tho coun- 
cil win grant $7,000, Mr. JlcCurdy felt 
sure that as much more can bo raised 
by subscription. He was not in favor 
of carrying on the work of the- Tourist 
no2Pc!at!o.n on the Uneo of last year. 
It should bo run as a branch' of the 
civic work, the, funds to coino from the 
city taxes.j ' _ • 

C. H. Lugrin, refeirrlng to the refer- 
endum, said many voters thought It 
was a m<?ney bylaw and were under 
the impression that they could not 
vote on It. There had not. been enough 
effort put forth prior to the voting to 
bring the matter before tho public. Ho 
did not consider that tho work of tho 
•Tourist as.saclutlon 'was -being car- 
ried on along broad enough linos. Tho 
men who carry on Its work do .so 
without remuneration .and give much 
of their time to It because tlicy be- 
lieve that they aro doing a great work 
for the city. He doubted If any meni- 
,bor of tho council would advocate that 
tho work of advertising Victoria should 
cease. Tho Idea of publicity Is tak- 
ing firm root in all the loading cltleii 
of North America. He bcllovod that 
every citizen should contribute what- 
ever he could give, this subscription 
should bo a popular one and not con- 
lined to only a few business men. 
Publicity of the city's advantages and 
attractions will mean Increased popu- 
lation and conseriuent increase in tax- 
able property. Tho council should 
m.ako the grant, not necessarily to tho 
Tourist association, but for publicity 
purposes. 

Has Done Good Work 

.Mr. Shallcross urged that tho grant 
be made by the council, citing that the 
f.act that recently Victoria debentures 
sold at 9S on the London market when 
loans of other cities had been wlth- 
dr.awn becau.Ho there were no sub- 
scribers. This was the result of tlio 
great work of. the Tourist association 
in the past few ycar.s, Victoria's ad- 
vantages having become well under- 
stood by the English invf-.-jtors. Dur- 
ing tho present year - thousands of 
easterners of tho very host clas.-i will 
visit this coast. If Victoria wants 
them bore the city must make a sjie- 
clal effort to attract them. Tho re- 
sult of Hie referendum vote was, ho 
believed, a mandate tliat tlu^ work of 
tho Tourist association iiui.<it be con- 
ducted on broader lines. 

Mayor Hall stated that person.ally 
ho was entirely In favor of iniilvlng the 
grant. This year will bu \'Ictorla'H 
opportunity and If a proper campjilgn 
of publicity is undertaken at ome 
mani'. thousands' of fair visitors win 
come to Victoria. Every effort .should 
be^ made to get the people Interested 
and ' Btibsc'rlptlons, no matter how 
small, should bo accepted. 

Mr. tugrln pointed out that while 
the vote at the referendum was against 
a grant to the- Tourist association It 
wfts not against the grant for publicity 
purppses. 

Alderman Ilendorson stated that ho 
had been blamed for bringing on tho 
referendum, hut it was the unanimous 
decLsion of the council of last year that 
tin: i>Poplo siiould bavo an opportunity 
of saying just wliat thoy wanted. In 
view of tho result of tho vote ho was 
not in favor of giving a grant to the 
Tourist .'isHoclatlon or any oiIict body. 
But he believed that the city should 
do something to advertise itsi.df. 'J'he 
troublo had lieen that tlie qui.'Ktion of 
tho grunt had not been niad<- a live 
enough issue and tho electors had 
not been . sufflclontl.v posted on the 
necessity of tho grant. 

Should Be Perpetuated. 

John Nelson pointed out that the 
members of the Tourist association 
wore not pressing for tho perpetuation 
of .the association but did dostro that 
tho vvork bo perpetuated. A referendum, 
to be of service, should be an intelli- 
gent opinion oxpreH.sed after all the 
facts aro known. The pi.'oplo did riot 
roall/.o how much the city needed tlie 
publicity which the (jrant would hnvi- 
made possible. The inemberH of the 
a8.soclatlon could not go about and 
hold mcoiings to urge the Imiiortatice 
of the work. Tho smallnosH of tho 
vote and the luck of any active pro- 
paganda shows that the result cannot 
be taken as an intelligent Qiandato to 
tho council, . 

George. Cqldwoll also, strongly urged 
tho council to make the grant asked 
for. 

It was tlirmiiTb the good work of tho 
Tourist AsHocialloii tliat Victoria had 
become such an attraction to the tour- ■ 
1st,, that tho C.P.U, had sooa fit to

A caucus of tho Conservative ma- 
jority In tho local house was held In 
the parliament buildings last evening. 
It was fully attended, — and judging 
from the remark.s let fall afterwards 
it was a most liarinonious and cn- 
thuHlastlc affair. One important mat^ 
tcr was there settled, tlie appointment 
of the party whip for the session. 
W. R. Ross, K.C., M.P.P. for Pernio, 
has been chosen for that Important 
position, while Henry B. Thomson, 
M.P.P. for Victoria, will bo deputy 

Wlllp. 

Tho secrets of the caucus are well 
guarded, and nothing was given out 
last night as to what had transpired. 
It Is known, hqwoyer, that several of 
tho more Important governmUPt mea- 
sures were dlscussjed ond met with 
a f.avorablo reception from tho rank 
and flio, many -of i«WhOhi- Wawiod of 
their provisions for>the first time,' The 
chief measure was the now Water 
Clauses bill, providing for^tha Irflga- 
tlon problem as-lt''t>tesents itself as a 
result of' the Changed, conditions, in tho 
drlor sections ' oif the province. This 
is a matter which has been occupying 
tho attention oi;, 'tho government In 
general, and the chief comnilssloner 
of lands and worjjs In particular, for a 
long time. It- rwn lved ispoclal atten- 
tion at the irrlf^allon '(iohgrcss held at 
Vernon during the summer, which Mr. 
Fulton .attended, and whore tho experi- 
ences of other provinces and states 
were considered. The udvlco'iof manj' 
ex|)orts has been taken. Including that 
of Prof. Carpenter, tlH! famous >Color- 
ado Irrigation engineer. 

Licensing Clubs. 

Tho attorney-general also explained 
tho provisions of |!hls new bill for the 
licensing of clubs,, nn outline of which 
has already heen, given in these col- 
umns. Another measure, brought . lij. 
by the attorney-general was oho Xbr 
tho consolidation 6f the statutes, which 
have not been rfcvlsod since they wet-o 
taken in hand In 1897 by the late Chief 
.lustlce Dayle and R. T. Elliott. Since 
that time, tiiere has been a lot of chop- 
lilng and changing and the laws are 
badly In need of revision. 

It is understoo<l tli;it the pension 
clauses of the Civil Service bill were 
not discussed, as they have been kejit 
back owing to the- non -arrival from 
England of -Mr. Cotsworth, tho expert 
actuary. 

Yosterdav'.s debate on tho address 
was a source of guner.-il congratula- 
tion, the pri'inier's able speech arous- 
ing considerable enlhuHlasm. Jlr. 
.Macdonald's address was also favor- 
ably refet-red to In the lobbies, oven 
his political ojiponent.H saying that ho 
deserved credit fOT an unusually ef- 
fective effort, which was ilio more to 
be praised on acfcount of the paucity 
of material on which to b^ulld a con- 
vincing onslaught on' tho government 
policies.

A good deal 
of Interest Is being taken In the pro- 
ceedings, and the galleries wofo wpU 
filled yesterday. Several important 
siieeches are expected today, and a 
large attendance will no doubt again 
bp In evidence. The minister of educa- 
tion, who had fSalred for the afternoon, 
was not In his place during tno greater 
part of the debate.

City Counoil Has TroublesOverl 
.Tenders For Sand and 
•- 'Gravel 



To have troublo over tenders ap- 
pears to bo tho lot of every council. 
Last year's had difficulty In several 
cases and tho new council had started 
.ofi; at .an carjy date .In Its pareer to 
experience some of tho woes of Its 
predoccssor. .Lack of attention to tho 
specifications appears to bo the cause 
of the grea;ter, part;, of . the .worry to 
which the ' cojincTI is" jiut: • At last 
night's meetih;^ the. report submitted 
by the city engineer and purchasing 
agent on tlio various' tenders for sand 
and gravel showed that only one 
tenderer out of , a total of ton, complied 
with the speclflcdtlohs. Those receiv- 
ed wore as follows:' For sand and 
gravol filling, Linoham, Scott Sand and 
Gravel company; ' John Ilagcrty anil 
company and William McPhadden. Tho 
tender of the first named .Ann was the 
lowest for the supply of filling In the 
northern, central and southern dis- 
tricts of the city at 9Sc, 88c and flOc 
per cubic yard respectively, while that, 
of John Haggerty & Co., was the low- 
est for supplying filling la Victoria 
West, tho prlco being $1.05 per yard. 

iPov tho supply, of gravol, offers 
wore received from Henry B. ,Hlek, 
Vancouver; the British Columbia Sand 
and Gravel company;. .lohn Haggerty 
and comiiaiiy unci William McPhad- 
den. The tender of Mr. Hick is the 
lowest for the supply of gravel with- 
in tho city limits, excepting Smlth'^s 
Uill reservoir, at $1.22 per cubto yard, 
but Mr. Hick failed to state from 
whence he would got his material. The 
tender of Joha Haggerty & company 
is the lowest for . supplying gravel 
within a radius fram Spring RIdgo to 
the post office, at tl.20 per yard or 
$1.-10 within tho city limits. Tenders 
for sand were received from Llncham, 
Scott Sand and Gravol company; 
Henry 13. Hicks; Tho Brltlslj Colum- 
bia Sand and Gravel company, Tho 
tender of tlio first named concern is 
the loweiit at $1.08 por cubic yard 
within tho city limits. 

Alderman Henderson explained that 
the Brltl.'jh Columbia Sand and Gravel 
company had written tho city that It 
was iircparud to supply Mr. Hlcics, 
should lie got tho contract, with all 
the sand and gravel ho might require, 
and deliver tho same to tho city. Fur- 
ther that tho company Is prepared to 
guarantee the proper carrying out of 
the contract by Mr. Hicks, 

Mf.yor Hall declared Mr. Hicks to 
bo merely a straw man, that as the 
British Columbia Sand and Gravol 
eoiiipany. had put in a tendor Sir. 
Ilicka ■should not have done so. It 
was merely a matter of two tenders 
from tl)b .same concern In tho hope that 
If.on'o ■was Jjot accepted by the city 
tho oihor. ini^ht he . 

Aiaerm'un "Stewart, In referring to 
the' statomont that only Ohei'.'Of ,tlie 
tenderers had complied witli the speci- 
fications, sUld that the city should in- 
sist that the apedflca'tlons hb complied 
withi.: IJb understood that the city en- 
glnoor 'Sits been endeavoring to find 
out who IMr. Hicks is but without suc- 
cess. ' 

"Hicks is a straw man 'all right" 
declared Alderman Htimber who gave 
Mayor Hall credit for "spitting" that 
fact out. 

Alderman rullcrton wanted it un- 
derstood when tho contract was let 
that no sand or gravel shoufd bo tak- 
en irom the -Sjirlng Rldgo iiit.s. 

Mayor Hall stated that when ten- 
ders were called for each tenderer 
was to state where his supply was to 
qome from. Mr. Hicks had not done 
.80 and had not compiled with the 
tenders. One. tenderer had attempted 
to dictate to,. the council and. it .was 
about time, when tenderers attempted 
to dictate, that the council take a 
decided stand. , It '>vould bo better 
to throw out all tho tenders and call 
for new ones rather coiisld'er them, 
wlion the spccincations are hot follow- 
ed. 

Alderman Fullerton wanted to know 
why tho ofllclals In reporting on the 
tenders, had not put in all tho figures. 
He referred to tho report made on 
tho tenders for .supplies. Tho public, 
he said, wanted to know what the 
prices are. Alderman Stewart, sug- 
gested that tho figures for each ten- 
der bo prepared and handed to tho 
press when thoy could be published 
while Aldormari Turner wanted tho 
figures supplied to each of the alder- 
men. 

Finally the council decided that the 
contracts should be made with low- 
est tenderers comjilying with tho spec- 
llleatlons not only for the above sand 
and gravol tenders, but also In tho 
case of the tenders for supplies which 
wcro reported -upon by the purchas- 
ing agent and water commissioner as 
follows:

CANADIAN INDIAN TO 
RACE SflRUBB TODAY 



Marathon Contest Tal<es Place 
at New York Today — Re- 
• cords Compared 



Today for the fourth time within a 
few. montlis, Tom Longboat, the Can- 
adian Indian will take the track for a 
race of H miles. His opponent -will be 
-•Mfred Bhrubb, England's best. The 
contest will be held In New York ov- 
er the same oval that saw the struggle 
and the defeat of Hays, the nominal 
winner of the Olymijlc event, by Do- 
rando Pletrl, tlie plucky Italian, and 
that later was thi; scene of tho 
Italian's undoing when he was con- 
fronted by the lanky Indian of tho 
Inscrutable smile. There is much dif- 
ference of opinion, of course, as to 
whether Longboat will once more dog 
his man with the ohar.acterlsllc persi.^- 
tence of Ids countrymen winidng out 
on the lust ten or twelve ndles or 
whether Slirubb, the Briton, v/lll be 
able to Hc-t ;ind hold a paci; that will 
overcome the Canadian hero. Some 
think one way and others the otlie'r 
and none are able to predict, with any 
degree of certainty, ■ndiat will happen. 
However. .Longboat is the favorite and 
unquestiooably the well, wishes of all 
those living within the borders Of the 
Dominion, tho emblem of which coun- 
try be will wear, will be witli him In 
tills — the race that he must win If 
Ills hitherto triumphant career Is not 
going to die away as the fading radi- 
ance of a meteor. 

' Report Denied. 

'It was reported ^ome days ago that 
the race had been called off because 
Slirubb Insisted on being given $5,000 
and the promoters of the contest' would 
not agree to such tferms. That has 
been denied from authoritative sources. 
There was a disposition, It Is stated, 
on the part of Pat Powers, not to al- 
low Shrubb an amount equal to that 
given the Indian. Shrubb demurred 
and refused to run unless jjut on an 
even footing. Some wrangling oc- i 
curred but (n-entually the matter was ] 
arnlcitbly adjusted and now both Long- 
boat and Shrubb will divide equally 
a pircentage of the gate receipts, 
both preferring this to a stipulated 
amount. 

As a matter of fact there is a clause 
in the contract for tli(> Longboat race 
which gives Shrubb his J2,G00 whether 
ho finishes ills race or not. This 
clause was Insisted on by Shrubb. lie 
also tried to have a clause Inserted 
which would bar Tom l<'lanigan from 
the track during the race. -He failed 
liowe\'cr. 

Longboat's manager says: "He can 
run as fast as the [•higllshinan for ten 
or fifteen inlles and still be there for 
the finish. Shrubb cannot go the 
.Marathon distance and will kill him- 
self off before he has travelled fijtuen 
inlles If he attempts to set a fast pace. 
Longboat will win and will Tun uhdor 

the Majile Leaf emblem."

Crew From Tees and the 
Lifesavers 



BODIES NOT RECOVERED 



Wrecked Schooner Reported 
Breaking Up— Survivors' 
Weak Condition 



The rescue of the reraatedet of the 
orew of the wrecked four-masted 
schooner Sotiuol from the Scablrd 
rocks ofC Pacliorui, where the vesael 
drove onto one of the outlying rocks 
when Capt. Ilonnlngsen, — not Jamte- 
aon us iin'vlouHly reported — mistook 
the loaiUiiK llglits of the island coast 
at Pachena and Capo Beale for Flat- 
tery and Fachena, was effected on 
Sunday morning, as anticipated, by 
Chief Officer GlUam and four men 
from the C.P.R. steamer Teea, Capt. 
Townscnd, and Capt. Glllen and the 
Banfleld creek lifeboat crew with a 
boat from the steanujr Leebro, Capt. 
Hunter. The bodies of the victims, 
Mrs. Hennlngsen and her little child, 
were left on board, efforts to get thom 
off failing, and the wreck in wliich they 
are coffined is breaking up as the long 
sea rollers beat in and break against 
the broken hull. The rescued, all ex- 
hausted and some badly injured, one 
with a broken leg, another with a 
badly bruised back, were transferred 
to the U. S. revenue cutter Manning 
by the rescuers and taken to Port 
Townscnd for medical treatment. Tho 
rescued were Capt. I-Iennlngsen, Mate 
Swanson, and five seamen. All were 
taken from the. rock where those loft 
on board had, on Sunday morning at 
low water. Joined Mate Swanson,- who 
refused to leave when the men were 
taken off on Saturday until those who 
remained on the wreck were rescued. 

The sea went down on Sunday morn- 
ing when the steamers Tees and Lee- 
bro went from Banfield, where they 
had landed the flvei men previously 
taken froni the rock. Tho U. S. S. 
Manning . had been standing off the 
wreck during the night with the Neah 
Bay lifeboat crew< on board, occasion- 
ally throwing . her searehllght' 'rays 
on the wceak.,,Ity,yfaq not thpught .pos- 
sible to Veffi§etHtn.eLr.escale.:'iiBtll-: daxr 
light and no attempt was made before 
the .Teeg and IieebrQ,..caiU8^Qut Just 
before dawn ready to resume work'lh 
the 'grey of early mornlngr When the 
morning light came a group was seen, 
sorrie huddled Jtbout- a tiro on tho rock, 
others moving about. Tho sea bad 
gone down, and tho boats were more 
easily kept from being swept again.st 
the rock than on the proviou.<j day, 
wlien it wn.s necusHary to make tlio 
two boats fa^t togetlier, one s-'teadying 
tho other Which was drifted down 
cioso to tho rock. Then tlio work was 
most difficult and most dangorou.'i, the 
surf swamping the Leebro's boat be- 
fore tho rescue was Anally* eCCocted. 
.Boat From" Tees. 
The boat from, the -Tees was in the 
water flrat wUh Chief Officer Gillam 
in charge and* four' jilon ■ at the oars, 
.and almost- immediately afterward 
that of -'the -Leobro -wjis— put over in 
charge of-' Capt.- Glljen,- munhed-by tho 
lifesavlng crew.' AVhen' off the rock a 
line was thrown asliore with a llfeboit 
in the centre, this being used aa a 
breeches buoy, and one by one tlie men 
were taken off. Tliey -were exhausted, 
.some .suffering much pain. They said 
they had no diflicuity in getting from 
the wreck to th'j roclt .-it low water 
and had brought food a.shore v,-itli 
them. They waited coiilidenlly, feellr.g 
that rescue was certain wlu-n tho lifo- 
savers returned. Not f;v away tho 
wreclv witli tlio miz/.en and jigger 
gone, the standing yards awry, lay 
listed over with spray brealfing over 
as the seas i)Ounded the impaled craft. 
Nearer the two boats lifted and foil 
in the long-lipped waves, standing In 
as close .-is possible, while one by one 
the eager lifesavers liaulod tlie worn- 
out si-amon one by one from the rock. 
One moaned with the iiain of his 
broken leg, another lay liolpless in tho 
Ijottoni of the boat witli n. badly 
bruised back; all were wearied to ex- 
haustion. 

No time was lost In getting tlie 
rescued men on board the steamer 
Iw.eebro, while Capt. HciiningHon plead- 
ed Willi the boat's crews to take off 
Ills dead. They coukl not. The saving 
of the liviii.t; bad been difficult had 
they reniaiiK-d oh the wreck. While 
the boats were rowing the saved to 
the Leebro the Xcab Bay lifeboat was 
lowered from the II. S. S, Manning 
and came in with the TT. K. llfesaving 
crew on board. By the time this boat 
ai-rivod the Tees and Leebro boats had 
reached tlio Leebro and wore trans- 
ferring the rescued men. Tho Leebro 
then ste.itned over to where the Ma-n- 
niiig lay in the offing and the Sofiuel's 
crow was put oh board the revenue 
oiittcr to be taken to Port Townsend 
for medieval treatment. The Tees then 
picked up her boat and continued oi: 
her way to Caiio Scott and way ports, 
'while tho Leebro proceeded to Clooo.ie 
to get tho surf llfeh'fliat, which had 
been placed there, a year ago, hut was 
riiiver placed In commission to take It 
tq Banfleld to replace the wrecked 
motor boat, with which the Leebro 
then proceeded on her way to Victoria. 

The night sjient on board the wreck- 
ed Sequel by the six men who remain- 
ed on board was a sad one. While tho 
Manning's searchlight showed Mate 
Swanson standing alone on the rock,

Hennlngsen sat, heart-broken over the 
fate of his loved ones, whlje raean- 
whlle" some of-" his' injured crew lay 
Groaning on the -deck. At low water 
tho more enorgetlcVjadvlsod an effort 
to got to the rock with the mate, and, 
carrying as much food as they could, 
the whole company made their way to 
the rock, from which they were later 
rescued. 

Capt. W. H. Gillon's report sent on 
Sunday to Capt. Gaiidin was as fol- 
lows: "Crow all saved from wreck. 
Leebro transferring- crew on board 
Manning. Will then go for Clooose 
lifeboat. Two dead bodies still on 
board wreck. I expect to recover those 
tomorrow morning at low water. Toes 
rendered valuable assistance. Sea 
fairly smooth now." 

Tho wife of Capt. Carl Ilenningscn, 
who, -u-ith her little girl, was killed by 
falling sjiura ^yhen the scliooner So- 
fiuel went on'tlie rocks, was the daugli- 
tor of Petor Brandt, foreman of the 
Southern Pacific shops at West Oak- 
land. 

According to their friends, this was 
to liave been the last voyjige of Capt. 
Hennlngsen, -who for that reason took 
his wife and little daughter with him 
on tho schooner of which he was mas- 
tor. Upon his return it was his inten- 
tion to give up the sea.

SARATOGA WRECK BREAKS 



After Part. of Lost Vessel and Stack 
Have Diaajspeared Beneath 
the Water 



Advices recoived here j-pstorday 
morning from Valdc-.! stated that tho 
wroclc of tlio steamor Saratoga which 
was lost over a year ago in Prince Wil- 
liam Sound has broken amidships. Tho 
afterhouae and stack have disappeared. 
When the steamer was wrecked she 
wa,-i abandoned to tho underwriters 
who long since paid a total loss on tho 
steamer, engaged In the .south eastern 
Alaskan trade wlien wrecked. Tho 
wreck was offered for sale' and bids 
wore received from the B. C, Salvage 
company of this city and from a Seat- 
tle firm. The'underwrltora agents on 
this coast, considered the ^-offers too 
low and refused'^ to . accbp't thom. 



CYCLOPS ARRIVES 
FROM UNITED KINGDOM 

' 

Brouglit Japanese Views Re- 
garding Yuan Shifi Kai's 
Dismissal 



After a stormy trip with 'strong 
head winds and high seaa to IGO west, 
whence fine wintry weather was ex- 
l)eriencod to port, tho Blue Funnel 
line steamer Cyclops, Capt. Harris, 
reached port yesterday with 5,300 tons 
of general freight, one fifth of which 
Is to bo landed at Victoria when the 
steamer roturna from Tacoma where 
she went after disembarking 35 Chin- 
ese passengers. Nenrlng the Straits, 
Captain Harris reports the wreck of 
the schooner Soquel was seen on Sea- 
bird rocks, her mizzcn and Jigger 
masts gone, and the wreck high up 
on tho rocks tlirown over to starboard 
with a considerable Hat. At 10 a.m. a 
small steamer was hovering near her. 
Tho Cyclops left Liverpool on No- 
vember 14th on her long voyage around 
tho world, and called at Colombo, Pen- 
ang. Singapore, Manila, Hongkong, 
Mojl, Kobo and Yokohama, which port 
she loft on January 10 on hor way 
hero. Two days out from tho Japanese 
port a strong easterly gale was en- 
countered with very high sea. iiuU 
thence until after the meridian was 
passed heavy weather was encounter- 
ed. Tho silk on board was lighter than 
usual, there being IfiO bales of m.anu- 
facturod silk and about 200 bales of 
raw and wild silk. Tho cargo con- 
signed to Victoria merchants consists 
of creosote, glycerine, pig iron, tin 
plate, bar Iron and gener.al merchan- 
dise from the United Kingdom and 
Chinese morchandiso froml Hongkong. 
After landing tho passengers on board 
35 in all, tho steamer proceeded to 
Tacoma last night. 

A Japanese View, 

According to advices brought by tho 
Cyclops the opinions in well-informed 
circles in Toklo in connection -with tho 
dismissal of Yuan Sliih-kal are dif- 
ferent from those prevailing in Europo 
and .-Vmerlca. It is not considered 
there to be a victory of the Reaction- 
aries. It is believed In Japan that tho 
retlrejneiit of only one statesman will 
not hamper tho execution of Consti- 
tutional and other reform-s or affect 
tlie. promotion ofiforelgn .relations. Ev- 
en those who are personally opposed 
to Yuan Shlh-kal are themselves Re- 
forming. They recognize that, now 
that the die has -been already cast, tho 
fulfillment of tho Constltutianal. prom- 
ise la probably the sole means for the 
preservation of tranquility In China. 

Yuan Shlh-kal's fall docs, not 'neces- 
sarily moan n dispute between' 'Man- 
chus and Chinese, though It may load 
to it in tho future^ If tho statesmen In 
power lack prudence. Ills fHsmlssal- 
seems to bo duo only to tho fact that 
tlio influence of ills supporters declin- 
ed, not unnaturally after tho recent 
Imperial, deaths. One who knows 
Yuan's past career will admit that his 
retirement was rather inevitable un- 
der the new circumstances, though 
nobody would expected his downfall so 
soon. 

An Internal political dispute, it any, 
may, however, endanger order at homo. 
It is thus hoped that tho central and 
provincial authorities will disinterest- 
edly co-operate to prevent any seri- 
ous internal altercation. Japan would 
not care wlio will be In power at Pe- 
king. It will be Improper for tho 
foreign powers to Intorforc v;lth China, 
so long as she la able to maintain 
order. Opinions in Toklo are divided 
as lo tho possibility of Yuan's rehabi- 
litation In the fiiTure, but it Is doubt- 
ed wlietlior lio wilX bo so powerful an 
In the past, If ho wore rehabilitated. 
Hovi It Affects Japan. 
Japan's relations with China are not 
with any Individual statesman in 
Chln;i, but with tho Chinese Empire. 
It is impossible to bolicve that the 
Chinese statesmen now In "i^ower will 
copy the rolo of Prince Taun or Tung 
Fu-lislaug after the Boxer trouble. The 
foreign roprc^entatlvos In Peking .are 
ported to have boon agitating against 
the dismissal of Yuan .Shih-kal. China's 
Tate Is not, ho-s\-cver, to bo ruled by 
Yuan alone. It is fervently hoped In 
Toklo tliat tho Prince Regent and 
other statesmen in Pelting will not so 
curtly d<-part from tlio jirudenco and 
Co-operation which they recently 
demonstrated in connection with the 
Imijorlal deaths. , , 

The foreign oflice ofliolala in Toklo 
bellfvo the st.atesmen in Pelsin are not 
Inclined to further pursue Yuan Shlh- 
kal, but are endeavoring to ameliorate 
the situation. Yuan Shih-kal also 
I faltlifully complied with tho Imperial 
decree and calmly left Pekin. The 
I eoniniotion Is thus believed to have 
I ended. The relations .between , China 
and Japan and other powers will by 
! no means be seriously affected. 
! Captain Suicides

Croat praise Is boing given to Capt. 
Townsend, Chlof Oflk-er Gillam, and 
tho crew of tho steamer Tees as well 
as to the llfosaVera who went to the 
wrecked schooner Soquel on tho 
steamer Leebro on the waterfront, for 
the manner in which, at great risk, 
they rescued tho sliliiwrecfied crow. 
Capt. Townsend and tlie crew of tho 
coasting steaomer Tecs have a long 
list of rescues to their credit; in fact 
tho bulk of tho llfesaving on the west 
coast as far as It has been done ;uloat 
has depended Ulion tlielr efforts until 
a llfesaving crew was placed at Dan- 
tlold with a motor lifeboat Iniilt in tho 
United States at groat expense, a life- 
boat whlcli never had an opportunity 
to bo tested. Capt. 'I'own.Hond, whoso 
many years of steady sorvlcu on the 
west coast, has glvi-n him a know- 
ledge of the coastline and gi^neral 
conditions second to few. If any, was 
tho best man available to direct tlio 
work of rescue, and with Chief Officer 
Klllam and the soameh of th<! Tees, 
all of whom were anxious to tuko nart 
working Indefatlgably tho record 
at the rescue added a new chapter 
to the simple tale of ^heroism with 
which the British' .merchant marine 
history is so amply filled. To the 
crew of the Tees, to Capt Hunter and 
those on tho LeebrO q'nd to Capt. 
Glllen and the eight "men who com- 
prise the Banfleld creek llfesaving 
orew much praise Is being given, 
A Dangerous Point. 

Those who know the locality, who 
know of tho heavy seas, and breaking 
surf that necessitates the most care- 
ful handling of any boat which ven- 
tures close to tho Seabird rocks, who 
knows the dangers of the boat-n being 
carried In and .Ijr^pkcn t<j matchwood 
while the occupanti^ ,are left to beat 
against the rocks, are- loudest In,- their 
,pralso of the work of tl^e r. rescuera 
The simple narratlve^.6t,"tho7WiorJc:con- 
voys to them a full.'^pi:ireolatlon at all 
that the work lnvolvBft;'and tliey^Jcnow 
to what extent tliai''dai'lng and heroism 
entered into th&'.^'itOrts of theiseamon 
who modestly -lbo»''upon the resoue as 
an Incident of -vthelr voyage, a- paj-t 
of the day's, work. 

Tho wireless telegraph stations^ and 
the coastguard service also showed to 
good effect l^j^onn{«yian .wltt^ tholdls.- 
aster, '-and''inMeTi'^ii»4)oIngr--'rf<hea'M 
Ijralae of tho -operatBSB,.at BanfieJd...who 
quickly passed on the news of the 
disaster, - Coastguard If,w8p sighted 
tho wreck when making his patrol and 
quickly telephoned the news to Ban- 
fleld. Thence th'6 .'^-escuers on the 
Leebro were sent, ■-ttie ' Tees '.arriving 
later when on her voyage to west coast 
ports. With the' use of wireless tho 
revenue cutter Manning was sum- 
moned, and with the'same useful com- 
munication messages were sent from 
the revenue cutter to Port Townsend 
to have the hospital attendants and 
doctors ready to receive the exhaust- 
ed men. 

Tho Seattle Post-lntelllgencer says: 
"Another "marine easu;ilty has occur- 
red, quite near to the scene of tlie 
wreck of the Valoncia. Fortunately, 
In tho case of the later accident, there 
was no such loss of life as attendod 
the Valencia disaster. Tho reason w-liy 
lives wore saved this time was that 
the news of tho casualty got through 
within a brief time after the disaster 
occurred, and help -was promptly on 
the spot. 

"The American four-masted schoon- 
er Soquol wont on the rocks at the 
mouth of Pachena bay, on Vancouver 
Island, on Friday night A life-saving 
station has been oBtabllshed In tho 
vicinity since the wreck of the Va- 
lencia and word promptly roac'ied 
that station. Two Canadl.an coasting 
steamers wore enlisted in the rescue 
work, and, although the motor life- 
boat was wrecked, the boats of tho 
steamers were used to resoue' five of 
tlio crew. Six others, it Is expected, 
will bo taken off by the other vessels 
which have reached the scene, and tlie 
loss of life will be confined to the wife 
and child of the captain, who were 
killed by falling spars when the vessel 
went ashore. 

Not only did news of the disaster 
promptly reach the new Canadian life- 
saving station, but the vvlnVess tele- 
graph with which the coasting steam- 
ers were equipped, iient the word to 
Neah bay and 'the United States re- 
venu<:< cutter Manning proniiitly took 
the Neah bn.\- llfc-savlng crew and 
tlie boat recently stationed tliere, and 
went to tlii^ scene of the disaster. 

"The contrast In conditions since tlio 
wreck of the ^'aiencla Is marked. H.'id 
there been such facilities for i-rini- 
munlc.itlng the news of the disaster 
when the Valencia went ashore, and 
bad there been thp present llfo-saving 
fnclllties as well, the terrible loss of 
life on the Valencia would have lieen 
avoided, in great part at le.-ist. Still, 
much remains to bo done to c.-irry into 
effect all of the recommendations for 
aids to navigation and for lifo-saviiig- 
faclllties which wiTe made by the 
special coinmission wblcli examined 
Into tho Valencia disaster."

After being tied up when liholod for 
salvage to tiie extent of $25,000 the 
Norwegian .--jteanior Cecil loft San 
Pedro on Sunday for tills port with 
part c.'irgo of rdtrate for tho Victoria 
Cliemical Works. Tho Cecil, which 
put into San Pedro five days ago 
bound north with nitrate on hoard 
from Chilian ports valued at 1200,000, 
was seized on .-irrlval at the southern 
port to satisfy a claim for $2.'), 000 
made by the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company whieh souglit s;ilvago on ac- 
count of services rendered to tho Cecil 
at .Magdalena Hay, .Mexico, on January 
H liy the steamer Curaca of tho Pa- 
cific Coast .Steamship company. When 
northliouiul tho Cecil put Into Magda- 
lena bay and while there stranded on 
.Marguerite island. Tho Curacao wont 
to lu.-r a.ssistanco audi succeeded In 
floating the Norwegian steamer. In 
his libel Capt. Paulsen of the Curacao 
asserts that In consequence of tho as- 
sistance given the Cecil Is caloula- 
ed at $100,000 and her cargo, valued at 
$200,000 were saved from total loss. Ho 
alleges that Capt. OKsoh of the Cecil 
offered $25,000 for boing floated and 
taken to safe anchorage. Tho case will 
bo heard In February Stli in the ad- 
miralty court at San Pedro and tho 
Cecil was being hold under seizure. 
On Saturday her agents put up bonds 
and the steamer proceeded bound to 
Victoria, via. .San Francisco on Sun- 
day. The Cecil Is a Norwegian steam- 
er owned at Tonsborg, Norway, and Is 
under time charter to W. R. Grace & 
Co.

CANADIAN NORTHERN 
COMING mUE COAST 

Vice-President Mann Confirms 
Announcement of Premier 
IVlcBride 



A fourth transcontinental lino scema 
assured for British Columbia In the 
not far distant future. Already there 
are the C.P.R. and the Great Northern 
with the Grand Trunk busily engaged 
In building, and now the Canadian 
Northern enters the Held. D. D. Mann, 
one of the vice-presidents of the line 
iuid who litis been prominently as- 
sociated with tlu^ enteri)rlse from its 
Inception, is in Victoria, and yester- 
day informed a Colonist reporter tliat 
he waB ondetivoring to make arrange- 
ments with the British Columbia gov- 
ernment whlcli would enable his road 
to push through to the coast. 

Thl.s was in line with the announce- 
ment, made yesterday In the house by 
the Premier, when Mr. Bride stated 
that he was engaged in negotiations 
with the Canadian Northern as a re- 
sult of which he hoped that an ar- 
rangement, fair to all parties would 
result, by virtue of which another 
i;re;it transportation system would be 
JUldeil to the railway facilities of the 
province. The Canadiiin Northern Is 
an essentially Canaditin road and h;ia 
an uiiiiiue history, taking Ita rise, as 
Is does from a sli.ort lino of railway 
taken over as a bad debt, by the big 
contracting tlrm of Mackenzie & Mann. 

Mr. Mann is better known as a 
worker than as o talker, but still 
there will be nothing but congratula- 
tion for the management of the Can- 
adian Club when it Is learned that 
Mr. Jlann htis agreed to deliver an 
address to the club tomorrow. Tlie 
hinclieon in his honor will be •given 
at the Driilrd liotel at one o'clock 
tomorrow, Wednesday. Owing to the 
shortness of the time no notice will 
be sent out, and members tiro asked to 
acccjit this intlniiition. 

In conversation at the Empress yes- 
terday as to the object of his mission, 
Mr. Mann frankly admitted that his 
aim In coming to Victoria was for the 
purpose of interviewing the Premier 
u-lth a view to the extension of the 
Canadian Northern to the Paclllc 
Coast. 

Comploto West of Edmonton. 

"Tlio Canadian Northern Railway Is 
now complete west of Edmontont'' 
said Mr. Mann, "and as you no doubt 
arc aware we have now n system of 
more than five thousand miles of rail- 
way. Naturally having reached the 
mountains we are fully conscious of 
the great advantages It would be to 
our road to have our own line direct 
to the coast. The construction of 
such a railway would also be of the 
greatest importance to the. iieoplo of 
this iirovliice giving tliem another 
competitive line tLiui assisting in the 
development of the enormous le- 
.'lources of this province, which before 
long will need an extension of trans- 
portation facilities. 

"I have arranged to see the Premier 
at once and will discuss the matter 
over with him In a general way, but, 
ns yet, the plans Of my company are 
not fully enough developed to make 
any definite tuinouncc^ment to the 
I>iibll(.-. I believe however, that v.'itliln 
the ne.xt few montlis a dellnlto nnder- 
standlng ciin he arrived rit and that 
before .another y(>iir roils round 
matter.s can be .so shaped that pre- 
liminary work for the extension of 
tlie Canadian Northern through Uritl.sli 
Columbia can lie undertaken. 

"Of course it will bo readily under- 
stood that owing to the very heavy 
cost of building a railway through 
British Columbia my company will 
necessarily require some assistance 
from the provlnci, but the people Will 
find that our retiuest in this regard 
will bo neither excessive nor unrea- 
sonable."

tills Is so. The city ha.s bei-n rightly 
called the "Hub of Van uiiver Islatid," 
being more centraly situated than any 
other phue on tho island, occupylug a 
coniniandlng position with regard to 
both railway and water transportation 
facilities. All the main triiiik ruads 
on Ihe Island lead to N'anainio. She 
Is cMinnccted with Victoria by ralhva\-, 
and when the present K. & N. e.Nten- 
slons now under way are completed, 
wlilch will l)c In tile coiir.so of tlie next 
venr fir two. slic will have direct coii- 
nei.'tlon witli AiliernI on the ■West 
c:oa.st. The railway extensions will al- 
sp in the course (?f ti;ni.'. rn'olialily soon- 
er than most p.-uple expect, give the 
cily direct connection with Cunibor- 
laiHl and the surrounding rich district 
In the northern soetlon of the island. 
It will thus be secin'that Nannlmo Is 
the'natural center ot the railway sys- 
tem of the island. The same state- 
ment also applies with equal force to 
thu steamer sorvlea, of \'ancouver 
i.sland. Tlie (;:.P.R. mm- has bnat.s oper- 
ating between .N'anaimo and Vancouver, 
between Xanalmo and Cunilierland, and 
l)i'tween .N'anaimo and Victoria. Small 
slcann'rs are ,ilso engaged in tlio nier- 
cnntlle bu.'^iness bet.^veen ,\'aiKiimo and 
the many sniall l.slands up und down 
the ca.stern roast of • "Treasure Island." 
Thus liolding this sti-agotlcal key In Its 
location, it will br- seen that a consid- 
erable volunin of trade finds entry 
and egress through the harbor, which 
is bound to assuiije tremendous pro- 
portions as the Isiand develops. Added 
to this the district ot Nannlmo Is a 
very Important one rlglit now and It 
may be n revelation to iirltisli Colum- 
bians to know that ,it tlie iiresent 
time more natural produet.s are iiring 
shiped from tills tll.<tri -t than from 
any other district of Llo- iirovlnc, — 
rather a sweeijing statement, but one 
which the citizens of Xaiiaiiiio sii,\- on 
investigation will bo found to be rc'- 
llaiili'. Tlic jiresont status, then, and 
future imriortance. Nanaiinoltes claim, 
are siilticient to demand that the har- 
bor be given tlie appropriation neces- 
sary to carry out the work In view. 

Then there Is another consideration. 
The very p.xislonce of the city at tho 
present moment depends on Its har- 
i]or. 'I'lie main industry of Kanaimo, 
one employing 1,300 men the year 
rimnd, is the coal mines of tho West- 
ern Fuel company, not to mention the 
several other mines recently opened, 
and which, as they are developed, will 
be shipping a largo amount of coal. 
It Is Important lo remember that all 
the coal mined In thin di.strlct I.s ship- 
ped by water. Kteainers t\nd vessei.s 
ffom all parts of the world come here 
for coal, .some of the largest boats 
alloat draw up alongside the coal 
bunkers to get their cargoes of coal, 
and tlieir iiunilier is liicrensing. fur 
with tlio liundred.s uf tiionsaiuls of 
dollars tliat tbi> Western l''uel cnni- 
ji.any is co^iieiidlUK on Its iiiiiie machin- 
ery, and tiio new \i.-orK-iiigs that are 
Iji-Ing opened from tlnnr to time, the 
output of the mines is lielng stcarilly 
inrrean'.'d. A few years ago .ships 
Were not as large a.s tlie,- are now and 
nut so many of tliein came to N.Tiialiiio 
liariior. Tu accommodate tills growing 
increase of Imsiness It is nlisolulely 
nece.ssary that tlie proposed Improve- 
nienti' lie undertaken. 

.Xew Westmi lister lias li;

iia.s \'ictoria. a.s likewi.-a- 
And >et tlie d'-eii sea loimi 
New \\'esiiiiiiist.-i'. Victor

Nearly nil the avallnble placea for 
wharves are at the presenl time oc- 
cupied in the harbor, and yet there 
arc a number of new enterprises pro- 
jected for the city and others will 
come now that Vancouver iflnnd Is on 
the verge of a general advance. Where 
will these new concerns (Ind room In 
tho city? True, Departure buy harbor, 
Nanaimo's other harbor, situated a 
mile to tlie norUi of the city harbor.

I\IEW LIFE PRESERVER 

HAS BEEN INVENTED 

Brother of Ono of the Victims of the 
Valencia Disaster Designs 
LIfesavIng Gear 



The brother of one of th.- Valencia 
victims. J. H. V. Crane, of Seattle, bus 
itjxented a pneumatic life iireserver, 
coinlilnlng many new features. The 
pneumatic life preserver lies In a box, 
attached to ii wall or Insci. This liox 
Is about 12 by IH iiicbca in size and 
inches deep. On tlie face is a large 
Iron ring. Uy turning this the front of 
the box comes out. Tills Is an inch 
board 12 by IS inches, furmlns tlie 
front of tile life preser\-er. tlie appar- 
atus of which I.s attached to tile board. 

.Made fa.st to the board and covtrcd 
with canvas Is a metal tank 10 by 11 
Inches, lUled with air. It I.s llil.s which 
keeps tho shipwri-eked ijvr.son alloat. 
Connecting ivlth the air tank Is a pneti- 
matlc lielt which ruiiH across the back, 
under the shoulder blades. There are 
straps for ucro.sa tlic shoulders .-iiul un- 
der tiie ariiia. Tliese can bi' .-idjiisted 
at will, holding the person Inside the 
preserver without his own effort. 

The large ring in the front of tlie 
jireserver serves a double pnrposo. It 
It Urst to release the buoy from its 
box, and also by It a person can be 
hoisted from the water aboard ship 
without tho slightest effort on his part, 
lie may be uncon.sclous or thoroughly 
exhausted, yet by means of this ring 
he can be hauled out of tho water 
without exertion or Injury. 

Jlr. Alexander Elder, of Southport, 
formerly a partner in the shlpownlng 
llrm of Elder. Dempster and Company 
lias Intimated his Intention of giving 
£12.500 for the establishment ot a 
Chair of Marine Architecture In the 
University ot Liverpool. This gift 
is the outcome of an appeal made pub- 
licly a few days ago by Sir John Hrun- 
nor, M.P., for the equipment of such 
a chair to enable this country to com- 
pete with CJerinany In marine archl- 
lecture. At the same time an ajipeal 
was made for funds to provide an 
experimental tank, the cost of which 
I.s estimated at i; 16,000. Sir John 
Hrunner and the university authorities 
hope that this amount will also be 
forthcoming without delay.
